SWITZERLAND 
TAKES STEPS TO 
AID MOTORISTS 


(Special to the Monitor) 

LONDON— As announced in the Moni- 
tor cable despatches, a banquet, at which 
the American ambassador presided, was 
given at the Savoy by the Pilgrims in 
honor of James Bryce, lately English 
ambassador at Washington. A large and 
distinguished company was present on 
the invitation of the president, Field 
Marsha] Lord Roberts, and the commit- 
tee of the Pilgrims. 

In proposing the toast of the evening 
the American ambassador said that if 
there was anything better than a first 
class ambassador it was a first clase in- 
terpretér of a nation and of its institu- 
tions, and if there was anything better 
than such an interpreter it was a first 
class man. If these three high qualities 
were united in one person, as in Mr. 
Bryce, that was the kind of person for 
the Pilgrims to honor and to welcome. 

As the ambassador of his majesty’s 
government to the United States, Mr. 
Bryce served in the time of three Presi- 
dents. He himself had heard them all 
express their high opinion of Mr. Bryce 
and their sincere esteem for him, Mr. 
Bryce Was the only man of his acquaint- 
ance who was literally equally at home 
in that kingdom and in the great repub- 
lic, and understood each equally well, 
which Was a most uncommon thing. 

He was commanded by the President 
of the United States to read to the com- 
pany this message: Few men have done 
more than Mr. Bryce in strengthening 
the ties of friendship and brotherhood 
which unite England and the United 
States, and which have been the cause 
of a common inspiration and of a high 
example to the whole world. 

Mr. Bryce in reply, after acknowledg- 
ing the kind references of the ambassador 
and the unusual mark of honor shown 
- in the thessage from the President, said 
that when he went to America sevef 
years ago he was asked to go with the 
express purpose of settling certain ques- 
tions Which had accumulated for many 
years, and which had caused strong di- 
vergence of opinion between the two 
countries. All the difficulties he appre- 
hended dissolved entirely, and the warm 
weleome which greeted him on his ar- 
rival continued during the whole time 
he was there. 

Referring to the Panama difficulty 
Mr. Bryce said that he was convinced 
the question would be settled to the 
satisfaction of both countries. He was 
convinced of, he knew, the high recti- 
tude and lofty sense of honor and in- 
ternational justice which dwelt in the 
mind of the President of the United 
States, and also in the mind of the sec- 
retary of state, and he knew and was no 
less continced of the good faith, of the 
sense of honor, and the desire to adjust 
hl gestion in a fair and amicable

President Spaulding of New Eng- 
land Company Will Be Re- 
called by Public Service Com- 


mission at Hearing Tuesday 


SCOPE OF WORK WIDE 


MONTPELIER, Vt.—When recalled to 


the stand next Tuesday Phillip S. Spauld- 
ing, president of the New England Tele- 
phone Company, will be asked to discuss 
the four chief items in hearing upon 
Which will be based the ultimate decision 
of the public service commission as to 


reduction of telephone rates. 

These four points are: 

Plant depreciation and 
plant and income. 

“Going concern value,” an item figured 
as an asset intangible in the financial 
statement upon which the net revenue 
percentage was figured. 

Paymenta to the American Telephone 
& Telegraph Company of 4% per cent of 
the gross income for “spec ial legal and 
enginecring advice and the rentals of 
telephone instruments.” 

The relations between the New Eng- 
land and connecting companies and the 
Western Electric Company owned by, the 
American Company in regard to purchas- 
ing contracts. 

Since the hearing began in the Senate 
chamber at the State House, Sept. 30, 
neither side has registered a decided ad- 
vantage. The operations of the New 
England company and its four subsidiary 

companies in Vermont have been criti- 
_cized by special counsel. The commis- 
sion summoned more than 100 persons 
and corporations doing telephone busi-| 
ness in this state to show cause why 
‘their rates, both exchange and toll, should 
not be substantially reduced by order of 
the commission. Owners of some of the 
emaller concerns announced that they de- 
sired no hearing and were willing to re- 
duce their rates. Others insisted on the 
presentation of their cases. 

Vice-President Edward K. Hall of the 
New England company announced that 
he would_in part present the cases of the 
New England company, and its four 
Vermont subsidiaries, the Champlain 
Valley, the Franklin County, the Pas- 
sumpsic and the Vermont companies. Mr. 
Hall was on the stand many days. His 
testimony was in the nature of a resume 
of the physical side of the business. He 
was followed by President Spaulding and 
E. W. Longley, general auditor of the 
New England company. Mr. Longley 
testified as to the financial dealings of 
the New England company and its sub- 
sidiaries, 

Financial statements, showing the 
average assets, liabilities, gross revenue 
and pereentage:of-profit of the parent 
company and each subsidiary were filed 
by Chief Counsel Matt B. Jones of the 
New England company. The combined 
financial statements submitted by the 
New England company showed a _ net 
revenue of less than 2 per cent for 1912.

PURE FOOD LAW: 
FOUND NOT TO 
NEED AMENDING

audience, many of whom had evidently 
read the book, for they relished the say- 
ings and doings of the characters in the 
light of pleased previous acquaintance on 
the printed pages. 

Since the play was designed to please 
those who have not read the novel as 
well as those who had read it, the fairest 
way to consider “The Broad Highway” is 
by inquiring how successfully the author 
has staged his material in the form of 
well-bred, romantic melodrama, melo- 
drama with distinct literary flavor. 

Mr. Farnol calls his play a romantic 
drama, but his melodramatic materials 


and melodramatic treatment may not be 


tested by principles of drama. [For one 
thing, his play goes on for an hour after 
the romance of Peter and Charmian is 
dramatically consummated by her an- 
nouncement to Maurice that she chooses 
his cousin, Peter, as husband, At this 
point the play was already the full 
length of an evening's entertainment in 
the theater. 

But it is pleasanter to consider “The 
Broad Highway” less as a play than as 
a staged novel, and as such (aside from 
its need of vigorous cutting) it makes 
as good an entertainment of its kind as, 
let us say, “The Trail of the Lonesome 
Pine.” Mr. Farnol has succeeded in 
transferring to the boards the charming 
eighteenth century atmosphere of his 
widely read work, and the Jewett play- 
ers have set and acted it conscientiously.

Then fol- 
lows Charmian’s whimsical establishment 
of herself in the cottage as Peter’s hause- 
keeper (for he does not knew that she is 
the proud Lady Sefton), and her gradual 
transformation of him from a self-suf- 
ficient pedant into an ardent yet bashful 
lover. 

The third act shows the smithy of 
Black George, where Peter is employed 
as horseshoer. Black George makes out- 
cries of jealousy over his Prue’s reported 
preference for Peter, but the book battle 
between Peter and Black George does not 
occur. Instead Charmian comes to re- 
sume her perpetual baiting of the 
timorous Peter. And all the while the 
“shadow,” John Strickland, slinks in and 
out of doors, waiting for a chance to 
shoot Peter, whom he mistakes for 
Maurice. Maurice, three years ago had 
enticed Strickland’s wife from him and 
soon had left her a broken woman who 
soon passed away. Maurice comes in, 
and Charmian declares her preference for 
Peter, who still does not know that she 
is the Lady Sefton, who is to bring him 
a fortune in case he marries her within 
a year. It was this condition of his

But the cramping conditions of the 
stage have compelled him to strip away 
the agreeable verbal clothing, revealing 
the outmoded mechanical structure of 
melodrama. Yet the play will be a mod- 
erate success because of the considerable 
flavor of the original that Mr. Farnol 
has managed to retain, and because of 
the ingenuity with which he makes a 
story first designed to skip all over the 
countryside reveal its incidents in only 
six scenes. 

There is a fine taste of Old England 
in the first act, with the group of villag- 
ers headed by the “ancient,” who is 
always cackling about Peter-—‘‘and | 
found him.” ‘This chayacter gave the 
most pleasure of the evening, so well is 
the part written and so well was it played 
by George Gaston. The scene in which 
the “shadow” tells the story of his wrongs 
to Sir Richard is twice too long, yet was 
handled with sich emotion and vocal 
skill by F. Gatenby Bell that it had in- 
terest. 

Mr. Jewett was a mature Peter, rather 
heavier in the part than readers of tie 
novel had imagined the hero to be. He 
revealed well the longing for adventure 
and made the declination of a marriage 
for money plausible, After going to work 
as blacksmith he satisfied the eye, for 
his bulk is huge. The flabby Black 
George of last night would have been no 
match for him in a tussle. Henry Lud- 
lowe was a hearty, florid Sir Richard, suc- 
cessful in his picture of a solid old Eng- 
lish squire. He added much to the en- 
joyment of the first act in his scenes 
with Mr. Jewett and Miss Leonbard. — 


Miss Leonhard revealed fire as Char- 
miap, and would have completely pleased 
but for her bad trick of mechanically 
simulating emotion by speaking each 
syllable under forced draught. She has 
a voice sweet and musical in quality, 
and her work shows poise, deep feeling 
and authority unusual in one so young. 
Also, she is handsome, graciously fem- 
inine, not a little distinguished in man- 
ner. She did much for a role not in- 
herently sympathetic. 

The love scenes between Peter and 
Charmian in his cottage are agreeable, 
and will go even better when they are 
cut, and more sense of gradation is se- 
cured by acting to show the difficult 
evolution of Peter the pedant into Peter 
the lover. This change was not shown 
Monday night in the acting of either 
Mr. Jewett or Miss Leonhard. Both 
played on practically a single Key from 
first to last in the second act. Mr. Jew 
ett’s pleasing smile would be more effec- 
tive if used less. It was good to hear 
his clear-cut speech. His reading was 
musical when he came to the author’s 
rhapsodic passages. Arthur Hoyt, 
Robert Swasey and Miss Phyllis Grey 
played minor roles adequately. 

Apart from the jelly-like Black George, 
the acting in the third act was the best 
in the play. Here Gaston Mervale con- 
tinued his good work of the first and 
second acts and helped carry the emo- 
tional climax to a high pitch. All did 
as well as could be expected in the two 
final scenes. where they had no support 
of play structure to stand on. The play 
was over, yet the author kept them 
there pumping emotion .into a super- 
fluous sequel. 

An expensive and pictorially handsome 
production has been provided. The old 
inn room, the humble cottage interior, 
the smithy and the wooded glade, show- 
ing the exterior of the cottage, have been 
visualized admirably. The ecstumes are 
handsome to look at, and the exquisite 
manners of the period have been re- 
produced convincingly.

Referendums to Be Decided w 
License, Eight-Hour Day, Free 
Meals for School Children and 
Public Employees’ Pay 


NEW SYSTEM INVOLVED 


' 

SPRINGFIELD, Mass.— Voters in’ 
Springfield next Tuesday will have sub- 
mitted to them four referendum meas- 
ures, Besides considering the referendum 
on liquor licenses, which comes up an- 
nually, the electors will also vote on| 
three other measures. The firat of these 
is the question whether eight hours shall 
constitute a day's work for city or town 
employees. The second is op the act to 
provide free meals for school children, 
and the third on the proposition of pro- 
viding compensation for injuries received 
by public employees. 

The referendum measure providing for 
an eight-hour day for municipal em- 
ployees, if passed, will have no effect on 
the present working conditions of munic- 
ipal employees. In all the city depart- 
ments the eight-hour day is in operation 
now, but the city has never adopted le- 
gally the.provisions of the state law reg- 
ulating the hours of employment for em- 
ployees on city work. The purpose of 
the referendum is to have the voters 
accept the provisions of the law which 
provides that eight hours shall consti- 
tute a day’s work for city or town em- 
ployees. 

Thé acceptance of the act which auth- 
Orizes cities and towns to provide free 
meals for school children will have an 
important bearing on the problem which 
is now confronting the schoo] depart- 
ment in regard to the maintenance of 
the open-air schools, The open-air schools 
were started by the association, and un- 
til this year were maintained by it. Lack 
of’ funds made it impossible to carry 
on the work very extensively. 


CHICAGO WOMEN 
START .EGG-DENIAL 


CHICAGO—A campaign of self-denial 
in the use of eggs is in effect here in an 
effort to reduce the price. It is esti- 
mated that 12,000 club women and their | 
families are enlisted in the movement, 
which has for its object lowering the 
price to 32 cents a dozen. Until that 
point is reached the women have pledged 
themselves to go without the product. 

Fresh eggs are selling retail at from 
45 to 49 cents. Speculators are said to 
control the market. A year ago the 
women started selling eggs themselves in 
a campaign against high prices,

On Aug. 7, 1679, 
the boat sailed for the West, carrying 
La Salle, Hennepin and a band of fur 
traders. It touched at Mackinac Sept. 
9 and proceeded to Green Bay, where a) 
load of furs was collected. La Salle 
then ordered it to return to Niagara. 
It set sail and was never seen again. 

A short time ago one of the govern- 
ment dredges, near the mouth of the 
Saginaw river, uncovered the remains of 
what was clearly an ancient ship. These 
have fallen into the hands of George C. 
Zwerk, a resident of Saginaw, who has 
presented them to the historical com- 
mission. They will be brought to Lans- 
Ing as soon as a suitable place ean be 
found for storing them.

Ohio State was the only team 
Coach Stagg’s men did not face, and a 
comparison of the scores made by other 
teams is al] in favor of Chicago. The 
Chicago team rolled up 124 points to 27 
for her apponents, 

Minnesota and Purdue finished the 
season tied for second place, so far as 
the number of victories and defeats are 
concerned, but Purdue figured in two tia 
games. Minnesota’s only conference de- 
feat was at the hands of the champions 
and the difference in this game was only 
one touchdown. Chicago was also the 
only team to defeat Purdue, but Wis- 
consin and Illinois held Purdue to tie 
scores while Minnesota defeated both of 
them. The first named team therefore 
Should be given second place with Pur- 
due a close third. 

Iowa comes fourth in the standing 
with an even break. The team lost to 
Chicago in the early part of the season, 
but toward the end it showed marked 
improvement and made some very large 
scores against opposing teams. 

There were no less than four teams 
that finished with averages of .333, 
They were Indiana, Ohio State, Wiscon- 
sin and Illinois. Indiana and Ohio State 
should be entitled to a little better rat- 
ing than the other two as they were not 
held to any tie game. Ohio State, like 
Iowa, was slow in getting started. Indi- 
ana figured in two very close contests 
in which her final victories were due tuo 
kicking goals from touchdowns while her 
opponent missed them. 

Wisconsin, champions of 1912, did noe 
come up to expectations this fall. The 
Badgers won but one of the four games 
played with conference teams, losing 
two and tying the other. Coach Juneau 
appeared to have some fine material! out 
for the eleven, but could not seem to 
develop it into a team of the last year’s 
standard. The absence of Gillette, 
quarterback, last year, was keenly felt. 

Illinois was under a new coach this 
year in Zuppke. He had never coached 
a college eleven, but had made a won- 
derful record with the Oak Park high 
school in 1912. His work with Illinois 
was very, good and while itt did not 
develop a champion, it brought out s 
better eleven than that of 1912. 

Northwestern finished in last place. 
The college was handicapped by a lack 
of real varsity material and the star 
of the team was Hightower. Had it not 
heen for his work, the season’s record 
would have been much poorer. The 
eleven won only one game during the 
season, its opener with Lake Forest, and 
scored only 36 points to 242 for its 


opponents.

as a subterfuge on the part of the speakers. The citizen of the 
northern republic thinks, perhaps, that he knows his own position 
better than can a South American, and why should he bother him- 
self with looking at the situation from someone else’s point of view? 

All accounts agree to the effect that the Caucasian citizen of 
the United States generally holds himself so much aloof from people 
ot other nationalities that he, perhaps unconsciously, refuses to budge 
i his opinion. Statesmen may find a common ground on which to 
stand; governments in the three Americas may reach agreements 
based on international exigencies; business men may see the wisdom 
of bending somewhat, so as to share in the trade of the southern 
nations; but on the whole, the citizens of the United States still 
find it hard to admit that the peoples to the south, as peoples, are 
the equals of the northern nation. Not until the sense of propor- 
tion is shaped so as to conform with what is due them by right will 
these southerners be likely to relax their suspicion of the United 
States. 

A handicap to a more thorough understanding between the 
peoples of the United States and the countries to the southward 
has been that the land of the north is what may be called a one- 
Janguage country. This, notwithstanding the numerous races and 
nationalities that intermingle. To be courteous in your own lan- 
vuage and to your own kin is much easier than to convey the idea 
of courtesy in an unfamiliar tongue or to rely on another's linguistic 
proficiency. North Americans will be able to understand the other 
Americans better when the medium for conversation is more gen- 
erally understood. 

It is in proportion as diplomats are linguists that they are able 
to present their causes well. If more North American diplomatists 
were possessed of a necessary language-equipment there would per- 
haps be less misunderstanding with the southern countries. If Span- 
ish were as much in use in the United States as is English in the 
southern countries, the peoples north and south would find one great 
obstacle for closer friendship removed. Reserve is usually com- 
mendable, but aloofness is something that, to South and Central 
Americans, makes friendliness impossible.

According to this, not 10° per cent of the Indians of Canada now 
remain to be supported by the rest of the population. They are 
pronounced entirely self-supporting in Ontario and Quebec. Canada 
today has an Indian population of something over 100,000; the 
Indian population of the United States is about 327,300. There are 
five free civilized tribes on the latter side, Cherokee, Chickasaw, 
Choctaw, Creeks and Seminoles, with a total of 101,287. Of the 
iatter, about 25,000 are not, strictly speaking, Indian, but’ mixed in 
representatives of other races and their progeny. But added to the 
five tribes should be the Pueblos of New Mexico, the Six Nations 
and other Indians of New York and other eastern and middle west- 
ern states, largely or wholly self-supporting. This would bring the 
number of self-supporting Indians in the United States up to and 
beyond the Canadian total. 

However, it cannot be said that the American government has 
been as successful as the Canadian in its management of the aborig- 
ine. It has gone to extremes in dealing with him. Perhaps it has 
done him more harm through mistaken kindness than through mis- 
taken harshness. In both cases he has been deprived of the one 
essential to his own individual assertion,.self-reliance and progress— 
independence of action. Canada has for years kept the Indian under 
supervision rather than control. He has been allowed to go where 
he would, picking up a living as he would, learning to support him- 
self as he might. He has never been altogether thrown over as a 
public charge, and the Canadian goverr®ment has been as benevolent 
as the American in caring for the wants of those Indians unable to 
care for themselves; but the Indian in the Dominion as a rule, has 
been made to feel that his opportunity awaited him, and he has been 
encouraged at all times to seize it. The consequence is that the 
Indians of Ottawa and Quebec, either as farmers, laborers, fisher- 
men, hunters or guides, make comfortable livings. 

It is not necessary to underrate the progress made on the Amer- 


ican side in order to exalt that made on the Canadian in this respect. 


The Blackfeet Indians in northwestern Montana have been success- 
ful farmers for some years past. The same is true of other tribes 
scattered through the far West. In the last few years remarkable 
progress has been made among the Indians of the United Statés in 
vocational training. This country expends upon the Indians 
annually over $17,000,000, nearly $4,000,000 going tor education.

The motives for the tour are 
on the surface, and hardly. need restatement. It heralds and sym- 
holizes a new era of Pan-Americanism less provincial than that of 
ihe past. In its own way it is as important, from the commercial 
side, as the remarkable conference held this week at Clark University 
nas been to academic students of the political problems of Central 
and South America. 

No doubt the educational centers of Illinois, conspicuously the 
state university, will see to it that their representatives go along with 
the manufacturers and traders. Several Massachusetts universities 
and colleges were wise enough to depute their teachers to accom- 
pany the Boston Chamber of Commerce party; and the fusion of 
the two elements, commercial and academic, not only rounded out 
a much more representative delegation but it also provided the home 
constituency with reporters on the South American situation, politi- 
cal, educational and ethical, who already are burdened with duties 
of much lecturing by reason of the great demand to hear them. 
Moreover, these returned travelers are visibly influencing New Eng- 
land opinion in its attitude toward serious problems of state arising 
from new interpretations of the Monroe doctrine. 
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THE statement that only one person out of every 10,000 under- 
stands the currency question will probably be accepted by many as 
another confirmation of their opinion that currency and tariff leg- 
islation should go hand-in-hand. 
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It is unnecessary to sav that this has not made, and will not 
tiake, for improved public service, for better government. It chills 
enthusiasm, drives many good men out of public life, keeps out 
many more, and serves simply to promote conditions against which 
there is constant protest, in which there is seen constant danger by 
intelligent and discriminating people. 

One certain way of degrading public office is to misrepresent 
and to destroy the character of public officials. A certain way of 
elevating the public service is to dignify the public servant. Not 


-all public servants are worthy, it is true; but respect and confidence 


will go much farther toward raising the general standard of official 
character than constant, and often unjustifiable, aspersion and attack 
upon those in public places. Leaving.all other arguments and con- 
siderations aside, self-respecting, competent, honest men, capable of 
serving the public well, and of serving it from no ulterior motives, 
are not, under present conditions, or as often as should be, likely to 
regard the public as an agreeable, fair or even a deserving employer. 
It will gequire a widespread movement like unto that inaugurated 
at Milwaukee to set things right in this respect.

It might help travel. greatly if people only knew 
that in traveling they would not have to pay for a lot of things 
they would not get. :

nayal equipment. The very nature of his 
office is such as‘ to lead him into a train of 
thought in this particular quite at variance 
with that which is becoming more and more 
prevalent among. thinking people in all 
nations. He is not particularly blamable for 
this, because it is still the rule in the world’s admiralty and naval 
circles to estimate the value of many great inventions entirely by 
their possible adaptability to what are called the needs of modern 
warfare. Each of the world’s responsible naval heads is looking 
to the development of aeronautics entirely from the standpoint of 
a person who may at any moment be called upon to equip warships 
with devices calculated to offset or to outdo devices adopted else- 
where. The war profession or trade must be recognized as a condi- 
tion. Secretary Daniels cannot be held accountable for the system 
in which he finds himself involved. 

Instead of criticizing him for making so much out of the naval 
rotentialities of one of the most advanced achievements in invention, 
it will be better therefore, to take his statements with regard to 
the future possibilities of aeronautics and apply them to progress 
in peaceful rather than in warlike pursuits. That is to say, if Sec- 
retary Daniels is approximately right in his estimate of the value 
of aeronautics to the navy in future wars, a very large measure of 
satisfaction may be obtained by advocates of peace in the reversal 
of his viewpoint. In other words, everything for which Secretary 
Daniels hopes from the development and employment of aeroplanes 
and dirigibles as agencies of defense or offense, protection or 
destruction in war, may with reason be expected to promote condi- 
tions that will prevent and ultimately put an end to war. 

[t is being recognized in all parts of the earth that a more 
intimate relationship between the various peoples is the most certain 
way of avoiding misunderstandings. Steam transportation by land 
and water has done wonders toward bringing the nations together. 
Gas and electric transportation is certain to do even more. But if 
progress in aeronautics shall rise to the expectations of naval chiefs, 
then within a generation or so, highways of communication and 
means of travel will be available to millions where they are now 
within the reach of only hundreds. Accepting the anticipations of 
Secretary Daniels, it would seem that the elements of naval annihila- 
tion are going to be found in the very development and progress 
coward which he is looking. And regarding the matter in this light, 
there is no occasion for complaint among friends of universal peace.
